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EXECUTIVE BOARD 
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CONSTITUTION OF THE MOUNTAIN AND .CATAWBA 
BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 


Article I 
Section 1. This Association shall be known as the Mountain and 
Catawba Missionary Baptist Association, and shall be composed of 
regular Missionary Baptist churches in full fellowship with and prac- 
tice of the doctrine and principles of the faith as laid down in the 
New Testament and taught by the Baptists. 


Sec. 2. Its object is to educate men called of God to the ministry 
and approved by the Church to which they belong; to support the 
Gospel in destitute sections within its bounds; to assist Baptist 
churches in the creation of suitable houses of worship; to encourage 
the study of the Bible in the Sunday school. 


Sec. 3. Its officers shall be a Moderator, Vice Moderator, Secre- 
tary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor and Members of 
the Executive Board, all of whom shall be nominated in the house 
and elected by open vote annually and hold office until their successors 
are elected and installed. 

See. 4. Any Missionary Batist church may become a member of 
this Association by the payment of $3.00. 

Sec. 5. Churches failing to represent for two years in succession, 
shall be dropped. 


Sec. 6. If a Church becomes corrupt in faith and practice, the As- 
sociation, through a committee, shall endeavor to restore it to Gospel 
order, and if such effort shall fail, the Church shall be dropped. 


Sec. 7. Churches, newly-organized through the agency of this 
body, may be admitted the first year on half fee. 


Article II. Officers 


Section 1. The Moderator shall preside over the deliberations of the 
Association, enforcing order and maintaining the high standard of the 
Association. 

See. 2. The Vice-Moderator shall perform all functions of the Mod- 
erator in the absence of the Moderator. 


See. 3. The Treasurer will receive, hold and disburse the funds of 
this Association and pay all drafts as have been properly drawn and 
sent by the Moderator and Secretary. 


See. 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall correspond with the 
churches of this Association and with other bodies in touch with us, 
when necessary. And he shall arrange with the railroads for reduced 
rates to the session of this Association. 

Sec 5. The Auditor shall examine and correct all accounts of the 
Treasurer, and see that thé financial records of Secretary are properly 
kept., and make his report annually. 


Article III. Finance 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the churches and ministers com- 
posing this body to create and maintain an Association fund sufficient 
to carry out the objects of this Association. Therefore, it should be 
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the duty of each Church of this Association to send annually to the 
Association an amount equal to 10 cents per member for Association 
purposes. 


Sec. 2. No difficulty extending between Church or Churches shall 
be heard by this Association until Gospel steps have been taken out- 
side this Association to settle the difficulty. 


Sec. 38. Hach ordained Minister that belongs to this Association 
shall pay one dollar license and each deacon fifty cents annually. 


Sec. 4. The money of this Association shall be used to aid churches, 
schools, missions, and such other worthy objects as this body may 
adopt. 


Article IV. 


Section 1. This Association shall hold one session annually at such 
time and place as may be agreed upon, to which each Church may send 
two delegates and its pastor, who must bring a letter showing the 
statistics and standing of the Church. 


See. 2. No person or persons shall be allowed to vote or make 
motion who does not hold a Church membership in this Association, 
except ministers who are pastoring churches in the bounds of this 
Association. 


Sec. 3. Any Baptist minister in good standing may become a mem- 
ber of this Association at any session by the payment of $1.00. 


Article V. 


Section 1. This Association will meet annually on Thursday, be 
fore the first Sunday in September, at 1:00 p. m., the introductory 
sermon to be preached immediately after organization. 


Sec. 2. The Executive Board shall consist of six members, two 
from each section of the three districts of the Association and the 
Moderator by virtue of his office. One from each section of the Asso- 
ciation to serve one year. One from each section of the Association 
for two years. The Moderator shall appoint on the first day of each 
session a committee of three to nominate the members of the Execu- 
tive Board to be elected by the Association. The Executive Board 
shall have supervision of all work of the Association between sessions 
and report annually to the Association. 

Sec. 3. Duties and Functions of the Executive Board: 

(1). To have power to change if necessary the place of meeting. 

(2). To act in an advisory way on matters of policy and co-opera- 
tion arising between the agencies of the Association and the Agencies 
of the Convention. 

(3). To present to the Association a consolidated financial state- 
ment of all the agencies of the Association. The statement shall show 
the assets, liabilities and debts due the Association. 

(4). The Board shall have power to demand a five hundred ($500) 
dollar bond from the treasurer and in case the treasurer shall refuse 
or neglect to give bond within thirty days after his election, the 
Board shall have the power to elect a treasurer. 

Sec. 4. The said Board shall secure and hold the title to any and 
all property acquired by and belonging to the Association. The Board 
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of Trustees shall make such conveyance of property to the Association 
as they may be directed to convey by the Association. 


Sec. 5. Upon a call from the Moderator to any member of the 
Board who shall fail to report after he or she has been duly notified, 
the said member shall be brought to a fine of not more than $1.00 nor 
less than 50 cents. 

The Board to be changed at the discretion of the Association. 

Five members shall constitute the quorum. 


Sec. 6. All moneys of the Association shall be used to comply with 
Article I, section 2.

9. Appointment of Committee on Time and Place of next meeting 
and preacher of Introductory Sermon. 


Whereas, God commanded that husbands should have but one wife, 
and the wives should have but one husband, therefore, be it resolved, 
whosoever, regardless of creed, profession or sex, that shall put away 
except it be for fornication, and marry another, shall not be recogniz- 
ed by this Association, or no Church, which holds such members in its 
fellowship.

MODERATOR’S ANNUAL ADDRESS 
Rev. W. 8S. Sherrill, Moderator. 


To the Mountain and Catawba Association, Fellow Comrades, Ladies 


and Gentlemen: 


I greatly rejoice in the privilege of appearing before you in this 
our sixtieth annual meeting. It is with fear and trembling that I 
stand before you at this time; yet my fear and trembling is pregnated 
with joy, and thanks to the almighty that at least our official staff 
has not been broken by death. We are all here, kept alive to render 
to you our stewardship today, that we may be no longer stewards. 


We have gathered from all different parts of the country, and 
this body is looked upon as the strongest body of Christian Workers 
in the Mountain and Catawba section.
